1979 MWAC Olympus Rally Results 


The 1979 MWAC Olympus Rally was run on Easter Weekend, April 
14-15. The rally was 308 miles long and included 177.56 miles 

of scored stages. Thirty-nine cars started, sixteen finished 

and the roads were in super shape, even after 5 days of continuing 
rain. The rally was won by Hendrick Blok with an average speed 

of 42.5 on the stages. 


The rally was dominated by the first four cars. Blok, Buffum, 
Milen and to a lesser extent Goodwin. The Milen/Howard team 

had a misunderstanding with the start control of stage 2 and 
took a MPE of 25 minutes. I tried to talk them into continuing 
to run but they quit at the gas stop-had they continued to run 
they would have finished at least second!!!!! Buffum lost a 
radiator hose on stage 4 and retired for the evening to a tavern 
in Elma. Danny went. straight at a right hand corner and stuffed 
on stage 5, and so on and so on throughout the nite........ 


Indirectly, tradgedy struck this years event when after their car 
broke on stage 9, Jalal Souki, Kurt Andersen and Gil Ghammache 
went back to get the car, when a local James Holcomb,22 of Olympia, 
honed in on their tail lights. The van and trailer were pulled 
well over to the side of the freeway and Jalal and Kurt were 
checking the trailer when the Pickup truck struck the trailer- 
driving the trailer into the van and igniting the gas in the van. 
In the ensuing fire all three competitors were killed and the 
truck driver received a broken nose and some scratches. Holcomb 
is now out on bail awaiting trial. We have reports that he had 
been drinking prior to the accident. 


I personally only meet Jalal and Kurt for the first time at Olympus, 
they seemed very friendly and totaly involved in the sport. I 
will miss them, as I'm sure we all will. 


At the end of the event a fund for Irene Souki was started and over
